American Note to 
Berlin Is Plain. 


MUST OBSERVE 


NEUTRAL RIGHTS 


United States Is Prepared to 


Insist Upon Its Demands. 


Washington. July 24.—(Following is 
the text of the latest American note 
to Germany regarding submarine war­ 
fare. which was delivered to the for­ 
eign office at Berlin by Ambassador 
Gerard: 
"The note of the imperial German 
government, dated the 8th of July, 
1015, has received the careful con­ 
sideration of the government of the 
United States and it regrets to be 
obliged to say that It has found It 
very unsatisfactory, because It falls 
to meet the real differences between 
the two governments, and indicates 
no way in which the accepted princi­ 
ples of law and humanity may be ap­ 
plied In the grave matter In contro­ 
versy, hut proposes, on the contrary, 
arrangements for a partial suspension 
of those principles which virtually set 
them aside. 
"The 
government 
or the 
United 
States notes with satisfaction that 
the imperial German government rec­ 
ognizes without reservation the va­ 
lidity of the principles Insisted In the 
several communications 
which this 
government had addressed to the im­ 
perial German government with re­ 
gard to Its announcement of a war 
zone 
and 
the 
use 
of 
submarines 
against 
merchantmen 
on 
the high 
seas -the principle that the high seas 
are free; that the character ami cargo 
of a merchantman must first he ascer­ 
tained before she 
can 
lawfully he 
seized 
or destroyed, 
and that 
the 
lives of noncombatants may In no 
(ase be put In jeopardy unless th* 
vessel resists or seeks to escape after 
being summoned to suhmtt to exatni 
nation; for a belligerent act of re­ 
taliation is, per se, an act beyond the 
law, and the defense of an act as re­ 
taliatory is an admission that it is 
illegal. 
Shows Keen Disappointment. 


"Tha government of 
the 
United 
States is, however, keenly disappoint 
rd to find that the Imperial German 
government regards Itself as In large 
degree exempt from the obligation to 
observe these principles, even where 
neutral vessels are concerned, by what 
it believes the policy and practice of 
the government of Great Britain to 
be in the present war with regard to 
neutral commerce. 
The imperial Oar 
man government will readily under­ 
stand that the 
government 
of the 
United States cannot discuss the pol­ 
icy of the government of Great Brit 
ain with regard to neutral trade, ex 
copt with that government itself, and 
that it must regard the conduct of 
other belligerent governments as ir­ 
relevant to any discussion with the 
imperial German government of what 
this government regards as grave and 
unjustifiable violations of the rights 
of American citizens by German naval 
commanders. 
"Illegal and inhuman acts, however 
justifiable they may be thought to be 
against an enemy who is believed to 
have acted in contravention of law 
and humanity, are manifestly 
inde­ 
fensible when they deprive neutrals 
of their acknowledged rights, particu­ 
larly when they violate the right to 
life Itself. 
"If a belligerent cannot retaliate 
against an enemy without injuring the 
lives of neutrals, 
as well 
as their 
property, humanity, as well as justice 
and a due regard for the dignity of 
neutral powers, should dictate that 
the practice be discontinued. 
If per­ 
sisted 
in it would in such circum­ 
stances constitute an unpardonable 
offense against the sovereignty of the 
neutral nation affected. 
Principles Are Immutable. 


"The government 
of 
the United 
States is not unmindful of the ex­ 
traordinary conditions created by this 
war, or of the radical alterations of 


circumstances and methods of attack 
produced by the use of Instrumentali­ 
ties of naval warfare which the na­ 
tions of the world cannot have had 
in view when the existing rules, of in­ 
ternational law were formulated, and I 
it is ready to make every reasonable 
allowance for these novel and unex­ 
pected aspects of war at sea; but It 
cannot consent to abate any essential 
or fundamental right of Its people be­ 
cause of a mere alteration of circum­ 
stance;, The 
rights c»f neutrals in 
time of war are based upon principle, 
not upon exi»ediency, and the princi­ 
ples are immutable. 
It Is the duty 
and obligation of belligerents to find 
a way to adapt the new circumstances 
to them. 
"The events of the past two months 
have clearly indicated that it Is pos­ 
sible and practicable to conduct such 
submarine operations as have char- 
ac^^Sefi inc activity of the Imperial 
German navy within the so called war 
zone in substantial accord with the 
accepted practices of regulated war­ 
fare. The whole world has looked with 
Interest and Increasing satisfaction 
at the demonstration of that possi­ 
bility by German naval commanders 
It is manifestly possible, therefore, to 
lift the whole practice of submarine 
attack above the criticism which it 
has aroused and remove the chief 
cause of offense. 
"In view of the admission of illegal­ 
ity made by-tho imperial government 
when it pleaded the right of retalia­ 
tion In defense of its acts, and in view 
of the manifest possibility of conform­ 
ing to the established rules of naval 
warfare, the government of the United 
States cannot believe that the Imperi­ 
al 
government 
will 
longer refrain 
from disavowing the wanton act of Its 
naval commander In sinking the Lush 
tanla or from offering reparation for 
the American lives lost, so far as repa­ 
ration can be made for a needles* de­ 
struction of truman life by an Illegal 
act. 
Cannot Accept Suggestion. 


"The 
government of the 
United 
states, while not Indifferent to th* 
friendly spirit In which it is made, 
cannot accept the suggestion of the 
imperial German government that cer­ 
tain vessels he designated and agreed 
upon which shall be free on the seas 
now illegally prescribed. 
The very 
agreement would, by Implication, sui* 
ject other vessels to illegal attack 
and would he a curtailment and there­ 
fore an abandonment of the principles 
tor which this government contends 
and which In times of calmer counsels 
every nation would concede as of 
course. 
“The 
government of the 
United 
States and the imperial German gov­ 
ernment are contending for the same 
great object, have long stood together 
in urging tin* very principles upon 
which the government of the United 
States now so solemnly Insists. They 
are faith contending for the freedom 
of the seas. 
The government of the 
United States will continue to contend 
for that freedom, from whatever quar 
ter violated, without compromise and 
at any cost. 
It Invites the practical 
cooperation of the tniimrial German 
government at this time when co-oper­ 
ation may accomplish most and this 
great common object be most strlk 
ingly and effectively achieved. 
Ready to Act as Friend. 
"The imperial German government 
expresses the hope that this object 
may he In some measure accomplish­ 
ed even before the present war ends, 
ll can be. 
Th** government of the 
United States not only feels obliged 
to insist upon it, by whomsoever vio­ 
lated or ignored, in the protection of 
its own citizens, but is also deeply 
Interested In seeing It mad*! practi­ 
cable between the belligerent* them­ 
selves. and holds Itself ready at any 
time to act as the common friend who 
may he privileged to suggest a way. 
‘ In the meantime the very valu* 
which this government sets upon the 
long ami unbroken friendship between 
the people and government of the 
United State* and the people and gov­ 
ernment of the German nation Impel* 
It to press very’ solemnly upon the 
imperial German government the nec­ 
essity for a scrupulous observance 
of neutral rights in this critical mat­ 
ter. 
Friendship itrelf prompts it to 
say to the Imperial government that 
repetition by the commanders of Ger­ 
man naval vessels of act* in contra­ 
vention of those rights must he re­ 
garded by the government of the 
United States, when they affect Araer- 
f< an citizens, as deliberately unfriend­ 
ly.

the disaster was the breaking of the air chute, letting in tons of water 


into the left side of the vessel, and the left side went to the bottom in the 


middle of the Chicago river when the boat was heading for the lake.

been fully anticipated.

rn ne ti surprise throughout the country 
generally.

"Tile other day I inquired of a major 
longue manager xvhat class of young 
men he wanted for Ids team,” writes 
Ilugh S. Fullerton in Farm and Fire­ 
side.

Fighting at the 
Dardanelles

Echoes from tin* firing lines in the 
Dardanelles coming hack to London 
today in "soldier mall" proclaim the 
comparatively small struggle between 
the Turks and Allies on narrow Gal­ 
lipoli peninsula the 
fiercest 
single 
campaign of the war. 
All the horrors of battle in N orth­ 
ern France and Belgium and on tin* 
gigantic eastern front are repeated 
and magi)!fled on Gallipoli. 
Every 
soldier letter has a new thrill. That 
the Turks are a desperate army is ad­ 
m itted In all of them. 
The British army on Gallipoli Is ii 
wondrous mixture. 
Fighting beside 
the turbaned native troops from In 
dia are the Irish from Dublin, the fa 
mons ulsters and a regiment or two 
from Cork. 
F urther on dor n the 
line are the men from faraway New 
Zealand and Australia while other 
trenches hold the British territorial* 
from Manchester, Birmingham, and 
Liverpool, The kilted Scots from Ed 
ingburgh and Glasgow are also there 
as well as the picturesquely uni­ 
formed French Zouaves and In ariled 
regulars of the French contingent 
taking their chances 
against 
the 
T urks with the British. 
The roar of tho big naval guns in 
the straits blend with th** smaller 
noises of artillery on land and the 
crackle of machine guns and rifle 
fire. 
A ph tureAque story was received 
today from Private A. M. Sampson, 
loth 
Australian 
battalion. 
He 
w rites: 
"Yesterday I was In a charge. 
I 
bayoneted a Turk right through the 
neck. 
He was the first man I ever 
killed and the sight made me sick 
and squeamish. 
I’ve tried to sleep 
since hut its hard work for I fr* 
quently wake up and seem to feel my 
bayonet going into that T urk's neck 
Ugh J 
Its beginning to get on 
my 
nerves. 
However, the life here Is 
rather exciting and a bit adventur­ 
ous. 
W ithin sight of our trench is 
our watching warship, patrolling up 
and down aud ut intervals b it In 
out IO inch shells over our heads and 
into the enemy's trenches. 
I don’t 
know her name hut we call her "Old 
Four Funnels." 
I've been wounded. 
But It was just a scratch of shrapnel 
on the leg so I haven’t bothered to 
report it. 
Many 
of my 
comrades 
have done their hit and cashed in 
their checks. 
One I especially Uk«d 
was firing alongside of me and ex 
posed himself too long. 
A 
bullet 
passed through his temple. 
He rash 
od iii at once, but so dill the snipe! 
that got him, for I waited for bin 
aud got him in lite same place fif 
teen minutes later." 
Advices in the same mail stated 
that Sampson had 
been 
se riou sl y 
wounded and taken aboard a hosplta 
ship. 
A p r i v a t e in the Sixth Manchester 
Territorials writes: 
"The countryside is beautiful hut 
the trees are torn by bullets and 
shells. 
Gigantic pieces of exploded 
projectiles from the 
warships 
lie 
about and shrapnel bullets as big as 
tennis balls. 
Dead Turks lie rotting 
against th * 
scarlet 
poppies. 
The 
scene is Dot Ii beautiful and horrible." 
Private ll. J. Forrest, also of the 
Sixth Manchester Regiment w rites: 
"The Sixth M anchester have lost 
very heavily both in officers aud men. 
W e have been in the firing line for 
nearly a month. 
On one occasion the 
entire line made a general advance. 
\V« were the first to leave the tren­ 
ches. 
We advanced a short distance 
aud began to dig ourselves in, for 
the Turks were firing furiously. 
I 
bad made a good cover when a chap 


crawled up to me hit In the leg. 
I 
was turning around to give him a 
first aid dressing, I must have expos­ 
ed my leg for I felt a sharp pain, I 
was hit. 
I could not get away from 
the location which was dangerously 
near the enemy trenches.

the fact that the dom inant classes and the property owners of 
the Russian Baltic provinces are German in descent and Ger­ 
man in culture. 
The burning of Wlndau by the Russians before they evacuated 
the city can have been for no other purpose than to inflict a 
general penalty for the Germanic sympathies of the seaport’s 
wealthy population. 
The German arm y invading the Baltic 
provinces is not. dependent on the surrounding country for ifs 
supplies. 
The lino of march is near the coast and the war hiss 
will probably be replenished by a w ater transport. 
’The lay­ 
ing waste of the land Is far more serious than the policy of 
economic destruction can have upon the German troops. 
The 
precedent for destructiveness established 
when 
Napoleon in­ 
vaded Russia, is not applicable to existing conditions. 
Napol­ 
eon’s army had to live off the ountry or perish. 
To 
ham per 
the invaders by wrecking w hatever m ight be needful to them 
was an act of patriotic self sacrifice. 
The burning of Moscow 
was the funeral pyre of French hopes. 
But if the Germans are to be stopped In th eir Baltic offen­ 
sive the Russians must adopt strategy than which 
served 
to 
overwhelm Napoleon. 
Making a waste of Couland, will not deter the Germans, but 
on the contrary will cause them to receive much encourage­ 
m ent from the inhabitants whoso 
homes and wealth are being 
destroyed by th eir own government. 
The policy of ruthless­ 
ness toward the Bakie population, may, in fact, be a retalia­ 
tory measure for ald and comfort already given to the German 
troops. 
It is highly probable th a t among the Baltic people of 
German descent many have been of use to the invaders. 
By 
burning the country indiscrim inately, however, the Russians 
cannot Inflict punishm ent except upon the Just and unjust alike.
